velocity  of  a  projectile,  that  be  may  pre¬ 
dict  ita  range  and  penetration  and  de¬ 
termine  the  accuracy  of  the  gun.  It  is 
a  comparatively  easy  matter,  however, 
with  the  new  instruments  to  calculate 
accurately  the  initial  velocity  of  a  pro¬ 
jectile,  and  any  one  who  is  fortunate 
enough  to  visit  Sandy  Hook  when  big 
guns  are  being  tested  may  aee  how  it  is 
done. 

Two  open  frames  are  set  op  ISO  feet 
apart  in  front  of  the  gun.  Wires  are 
stretched  back  and  forth  across  these 
frames,  making  a  screen  through  which 
the  shot  most  pass.  The  wires  in  each 
screen  form  a  complete  electric  circuit, 
-which  Includes  also  an  electric  battery 
and  an  electro  magnet.  The  projectile, 
after  leaving  the  gun,  flies  through  the 
wiie  in  the  first  screen,  interrupting  the 
circuit  and  releasing  the  armature  of 
the  magnet.  In  a  space  of  time  so  small 
as  to  be  hardly  conceivable  the  projec¬ 
tile  has  covered  the  distance  between 
the  two  frames  and  pierced  the  wire  in 
the  second,  interrupting  its  electric  cur¬ 
rent  and  releasing  the  armature  of  its 
magnet,  as  in  the  first  case.  The  inter¬ 
val  between  the  drop  of  theee  two  ar¬ 
matures  represents  the  time  spent  by 
the  projectile  in  traveling  150  feet 
This  time  is  indicated  by  the  chrono¬ 
graph  In  the  laboratory  near  by.  Wires 
run  from  each  screen  to  the  laboratory, 
which  is  fitted  up  with  batteries  and 
switchboards. 

The  armature  of  the  first  electro  mag¬ 
net  is  an  iron  rod  about  8  feet  long, 
which  is  suspended  vertically.  This  rod 
falls  when  the  second  electro  magnet  is 
placed  s  little  below  the  first,  and  when 
it  is  released  it  acts  as  a  knife,  and, 
striking  the  side  of  the  falling  rod, 
makes  a  slight  mark.  The  distance  at 
this  cot  or  mark  from  the  end  of  the  rod 
indicates  the  distance  through  which 
the  rod  has  dropped  while  the  projectile 
is  passing  from  one  screen  to  another. 
This  forms  the  nnit  tar  the  calculation 
of  tha  projectile’s  velocity  in  feet  per

Modern  Medic  toes. 

The  great  improvement  in  the  present 
as  compared  with  tbs  past  methods  of 
administering  medicines  deserves  a  pass¬ 
ing  comment  Scarcely  a  generation  ago 
the  threat  of  a  dose  of  the  nauseous 
drugs  of  tbs  day  was  sufficient  to  sup¬ 
press  the  worst  of  etil  propensities  in 
the  moat  wicked  boy.  When  actually  in 
need  of  medication,  be  was  held  in  tbe 
chair  and  gagged  to  exhaustion  in  the 
parental  anxiety  to  measure  tbe  capacity 
uf  his  unwilling  stomach  with  the  bulky 
contents  of  the  justly  bated  bottle.  Fre¬ 
quently  the  struggle  bad  more  to  do  with 
the  perspiration  than  the  medicine. 
Very  often,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  bot¬ 
tle  broke  before  tbe  fever.  Castor  oil 
was  a  punishment,  rhubarb  was  a  terror 
and  senna  an  abomination. 

The  nauseous  mixtures  of  our  grand¬ 
parents  are  now  replaced  by  the  elegant 
and  almost  tasty  compounds  of  modern 
pharmacy.  The  essentials  of  the  former 
medicines  are  now  given  in  the  forms  of 
condensed  extracts  and  alkaloids,  in  pro¬ 
portionately  reduced  bulk  aud  in  consist¬ 
ently  concentrated  form.  Single  reme¬ 
dies  with  special  indications  take  the 
place  of  the  old  fashioned  shotgun  mix¬ 
tures.  Tablets,  pellets  and  pills  no 
longer  offend  the  palate,  and  even  qui¬ 
nine,  tbe  bitterest  enemy  of  taste,  now 
sues  for  favor  in  sugar  coated  armor. 
Tbe  irritable  stomach  which  denies  the 
usual  approach  to  the  internal  economy 
is  now  diplomatically  checkmated  by 
an  injection  under  the  skin,  which,  al¬ 
though  a  longer  way  round,  is  a  surer 
way  home,  — Dx.
